The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 



(1) Regarding the phrase "a catalyst substantially degraded at the operating temperature for a 
thermosetting polyamide foam" in claims 5-9, such catalyst corresponds to "a compound 
having P=N binding" (paragraph 0055); however, the specification does not substantially 
describe which compounds are included other than said compound. Therefore, it is not fully 
supported in the sense of PCT Article 6. 

(2) Formula (2) of claim 4 does not comply with the explanation for the formula itself and 
the substituent for such formula.
